A drifting cloud of 
smoke, 
tbjat 
worked Its way through a partition 
into a room where Mr. and Mrs. Fred 
Ta Helntz of Baldwin Park were sleep* 
lng, awakened them about 3:30 o'clock 
on .Tuesday morning, and they rushed 
from the room to find the building just 
bursting Into 
flames.* 
' ; 


The building was a large hay and 
grain barn, and Taerved also as a gen­ 
eral feed store, and had been built 
about two years ago by Mr. Heintz, 
who is one of the most enterprising 
of the business men in that new com- 
munlty. 
Since selling their ranch to 
go into the general feed business, Mr. 
and Mrs. Heintz had occupied one 
small room In the new building as a 
sleeping-place. 


The alarm of fire brought all the 
citizens of the village to the scene, 
and the people worked rapidly to saye 
as much as possible from the build­ 
ing. Mr. Helntz had been able to £et 
the live stock from the building, which 
consisted of fourteen horses. 
They 
were led from the barn before the 
glare of the flames frelghtened them. 
He also saved some Heavy double har­ 
ness, but there were a number i of 
buggies, ranch wagons and other Im­ 
plements burned* together with thirty- 
five or forty tons or hay, a large quan­ 
tity of sacked and loose grain, and 
several tons of coal and fuel.

The principal require­ 
ments are as follows:

.General location. In general the 
work Is to be on tropical and sub-trop­ 
ical plantB such as citrus fruits, wal­ 
nuts, olives, avocados and the like. A 
warm location as nearly free from, 
frost as possible and one which Is 
suitable to the commercial cultivation 
of these plants Is needed,

ehouTd be located near a city of some 
size jmd: where it. is easily accessible 
to railway, street car, telephone, and 
telegf'apli service..

that there will, be required linme- 
dlately a tract ot 200 acres,, all of 
which must be fairly«good to nrs> 
class land. 
If certain 'part* of the 
land are not' suitable for cultivation 
a larger acreage will' be necessary. It 
Isvimposslble to estimate at this time 
how much land will be. required untl- 
mately for such an institution, which 
is likely to Increase in size and impor­ 
tance and it is desirable, if possible, 
to locaterthe station where more land 
of suitable quality may later be ob­ 
tained if-found necessary. 


4. Kind and quality of land de­ 
sired. The land, as stated 'above, 
shouhftbe good land suitable to the 
cultivation of oranges, lemons, avoca­ 


dos," 
walnuts, olives and the like. 
It 
should be as warm and free from frost 
as possible. 
Unimproved 
land 
not 
planted in a grove Is much to be pre­ 
ferred, as In the majority of cawes 
lemon or orange groves already on a 
place would be valueless for the ex­ 
periments 
contemplated. 
A 
small 
acreage of orange or lemon grove on 
the tract would not be particularly ob­ 
jectionable. 
It is of Importance to 
have available an abundant water sup­ 
ply as for experimental purposes no 
failure of water should bo possible. 
As years go by the experiments, if 
properly managed, will become Im­ 
mensely 
valuable to the stae 
and 
must be protected with plenty of wa­ 
ter. 


5. 
Cost of land. Land for the sta­ 
tion must be offered at reasonable or 
low value.' No land of exorbitant or 
high value will be purchased. 
Prices 
quoted must cover the cost of land 
and water rights. 
No land In litiga­ 
tion or of uncertain title will be con­ 
sidered,

What Is So Rare As 


Not since 1809, has there been such 
a rainfall in Southern California In 
June as the one which foil Thursday 
night and yesterday. 
Between thirty- 
five and forty one-hundrodths of an 
Inch fell here, according to the dif­ 
ferent raln-gsuges, 


In 1809, fifty-eight hundredths foil; 
in 1901), eleven hundredths. 
But no 
other June, except thoso mentioned, 
since 1880, has had a drop of rain. 


The rainfall wet, the earth down 
about three Inches and gave the omhge 
trefls a nice bath. So far as Its tak­ 
ing the place of irrigation, It can 
hardly be suid to do that, but Its chief 
good 
UGH 
In the clean wash it gavo 
the groves, and In the brightening up 
of vegetable gardens. 


Some of the hay farmors were u lit­ 
tle discouraged when It continued to 
rain, as It di*col6red the outside of 
hay-bales, and the top» of tho hay 
where It was In shock. 
It Is not 
thought that It did very much dam­ 


age, 
however. 


There wui'e residents of long rec­ 
ord here, who were ready to swear 
that we had never had any rain in 
June, but the chart shows several 
such rains, the one in 1899 being the 
heaviest. 


At Camp Rlncon in the San Gabriel 
canyon, ninety-one hundredths of. an 
Inches fell, and at Cold Brook, which 
Is at the extreme end of the north 
fork, 1.63 Inches was recorded.

Citizens Enthusiastic 
Over Proposed Park 


Tho Argus man started out this 
Week^to make a canvass of tho city, 
to discover what tho citizens and busi­ 
ness men thought of tho proposed ac­ 
ceptance by tho city, of twenty acres 
of land, offered by Milton H. Kaurt- 
man, to.bo used ns a city park. 


The opinions wore unanimous,

stead of printing interviews with each 
one of tho cltlzeint, as wast tho nrst 
idea', It is sufficient to say that not a 
single citizen, out of fifty who wero 
asked, hud anything to sny againBt 
accepting tho offer, and all wore en­ 
thusiastic, 


' "It 'Is Covlna's last chance, prac­ 
tically, to got a piece of land of tills 
kind," said oue business man. 
And 
thU is the sentiment of everyone who 
has been nppronched in tho city. 


A t committee 
wus appointed 
last 
Tuesday night at the meeting of tho 
Covlna city trustees, which will call 
upon Mr. Knuffmann at his offices In 
Log Angelest, whore a definite state­ 
ment will be received. 
That 
this 
statement from Mr. KauKtnan 
will 
Include a stipulation

the city 
shall Improve the property to a cer­ 
tain extent, Is expected,

The improvements nwud not be Of 
an expensive nature at first, Is the 
opinion of many of the citizens. The 
grounds should be put Into Buch con- 
dition that picnics and sports may be 
b'oid'there In comfort, tuid this can 
be "done without burdening the city. 
It has been proposed that, In the event 
the city accepts this land, the cltUens 
appoint one day as an entire holiday 
and that all lodges,

that "every subject In which mon a r e 
i n t e r e s t e d can be p u t Into pedagogic 
form, and b e a m e a n s of t r a i n i n g t h e 
mind."

in fact, a building up of a contiguous 
country to.some city or town. 


The government of Australia 
first 
determines from the land-owner what 
he considers to be a fair price for the 
land. 
The 
government 
then 
adds 
twenty per cent to this price, 
and 
takes an outright deed. 
The twenty 
per cent is added because it is well 
lenown that the land becomes worth 
at least that much more as soon as 
it is purchased for subdivision. The | 
government then Bells this land to re-' 
sponsible farmers 
and 
home-makers, 
a t a price that will pay for the orig­ 
inal 
cost, plus the making of 
fine 
Toads, the establishment of municipal 
utilities and all such service as a pa­ 
ternal government should be sure to 
liave done, in order that the venture 
.shall be a success. 


If the United States had such a law 
we could (in Covlna, for instance, pe­ 
tition our congressman, and a bill ask­ 
ing for condemnation of a portion of

least expected, and. no mntter 
how 
often the speaker or the artist may 
have fnced un audience, he can never 
feel quite certain that be will not un­ 
dergo the tortures of this form of 
nervousness. 


It is a curious fact nevertheless thnt 
stage fright sometimes stimulates in­ 
stead 
of 
hopelessly 
confusing 
the 
speaker or performer. 
There Is a story 
to the effect that a friend of Canning 
once observed to him just as 
thnt 
great man was about to address the 
house of commons on an important 
measure: "Why, your hnnds are cold 
and clammy. 
You are nervous," 


"In that case," Canning Is reported 
to have replied, "I shall make a good 
speech." 
And the prediction was fully 
verified, since the orator wns at his 
very best on that occasion. 


For obvious reasons musicians ore 
among the worst sufferers from stngo 
fright. 
One artist trembles, another 
perspires excessively, a third 
suffers 
from headache, and a fourth is con­ 
sumed with n terrible thirst 
Its most 
embarrassing 
manifestation, 
chiefly 
among those performing upon stringed 
instruments, lies In tho nervous trem­ 
bling of tho bow when sustained notes 
are attempted. 


Pianists, too, have their troubles in 
this resriect, and mnny artists 
have 
told of cases wherein "their 
fingers 
ran away with thorn." 
Singers ex­ 
perience a "catch in tho throat" that 
Is deadly, to sny nothing of a twitch­ 
ing of tho Hps, fatal to clonr enuncia­ 
tion.

The Angeles forest JB chiefly, val­ 
uable for watershed protection to the 
south and west, but the lands elimi­ 
nated are on the other side of the 
range and therefore of no value In 
this respect, according to the report 
of the forest service.

portion of the tract consists of falrJy 
level ground. 
The soil is a good san­ 
dy loam.

Our Farcical Speed Laws. 


Many drivers of automobiles, proceeding at the rate of ten miles 
an hour, are dangerous. Other men, driving at the rate of forty miles 
an hour, do not endanger the public. 


You can't make a safe driver out of a fool, no. matter how much 
you legislate. 
The speed laws over the state are not based on the 
right principle. A driver of a power-driven vehicle should be issued 
a license after ho has passed a fairly rigid examination, something 
after the fashion of stationery engineers. 
If he can't pass the exam­ 
ination, he should never bo allowed to run a power-driven vehicle over 
the public streets. 
If he becomes reckless after reciving his license, 
he should bo warned by the authorities; if he continues to be reck­ 
less, the license should be taken away, and he is eliminated. 
This, 
of course, would be a state law.

FATAL

"Fourteen out of one hundred cases 
of bites from poisonous snakes are 
fatal, but even this small percentage 
of the 
eases 
need not bo fatal it 
prompt and intelligent care Is taken 
of the bitten person," said Dr. G. D. 
Jennings Wednesday night, before the 
large gathering of the Boy Scouts in 
the high school auditorium. 


Dr. Jennings was the lecturer for 
the evening, and talked on the kinds 
of snakes and poisonous insects that 
are met with occasionally in the moun­ 
tains of California. 
The doctor said 
that the sting of the tarantula caused 
serious, illness Bometimgs, but that 
it was very seldom fatal, and that the 
danger was very much over-estimated. 
Fatalities 'from 
tarantula 
bites are 
practically unknown, he said. 


The doctor went into a thorough dls 
cussion of the treatment of rattle­ 
snake bites, stating 
that 
the first 
thing to be done is to bind the body 
very tightly above the wound, and 
then cut a deep gash where the two 
small fangs had gone into the flesh 
The deep cut will cause a liberal flow­ 
ing of blood, and will empty much of 
the poison out in this fashion. He 
said it was better to keep the patient 
quiet, and not to excite the nerves. 
Whisky is often used, and. is good in 
small quantities, but tpo much whis­ 
ky might prove fatal, as it will some 
times cause heart failure. 
The old- 
time method of< filling the patient full 
of strong whisky had often resulted 
in killing the person, when if a mod­ 
erate dose had been used, death would 
not have occurred, h e said. If the 
snake bite Is attended to within fifteen 
minutes after the, bite haB been re- 
cieved, there Is always a good ehance 
of saving the victim. If any person 
bitten will stop at once and*'bind up 
the limb tightly and cut a gash in the 
little punctures, the chances are very 
good of a speedy recovery.

read a recent 
Argus 
editorial, "Why Our Girls Go Wrong.V 
• and heartily agree* with much of It; 
but all social problems are complex; 
and have many sides. 
We ask the 
readers' attention for another side of 
the question. Some years ago, In an 
eastern city, a woman physician said 
to the writer, "I have Just attended 
to a business matter down town. 
It 
makes me boll! 
The way that man 
hung over his stenographer's 
chair. 
His manner was extremely offensive. 
Poor little stenographer. Why didn't 
she resent it you say. Well, yes, and 
lose her position, and perhaps without 
a recommendation, and perhaps, as 
sometimes happens, be blacklisted so 
she couldn't get another doys' work. 
Yes, she must eat and wear clothes, 
and sometimes help support Bomeone 
else. Sometimes I can say the word 
that helps, and I always do It possi­ 
ble. But so often It would only make 
bad worse." 


A girl (one of four Bisters who nil 
work down town as cashiers, clorkB, 
or stenographers) said to mo, "I take 
pains to dress ns plainly and as un­ 
attractively as possible, for 1 must bo 
on the streets at noon in order to get 
fresh nlr enough to hold my health. 
Our 
house, 
like 
moBt 
wholesale 
houses, is in a bad part of town. 
I 
must walk tho length of the city to 
get homo, and thoro 1B a block of 
vacant lots between It and tho car 
lino. In winter I am dotalnod 
after 
dark every night. My father can't al­ 
ways moot me. Throo times I have 
been waylaid, and but for my alert­ 
ness, would have boon thrust bodily 
Into u waiting carriage or machine. 
I dread the coming short days. Moth­ 
er doesn't understand. She was raised 
and married In tho country and says 


These are the ones men prey upon. 
The following questions confront us: 
Why don't good men protect 
these 
girls? make conditions safer for the 
working girl? 
Are we, you and J, 
Covlna people, to blame? The boys of 
today Will be the men of tomorrow. 
Isn't there a relation between these 
conditions surrounding the 
working 
girl and the way we are raising our 
Bons? 
A little while 
ago 
someone 
complained of the rudeness of high 
school boys In the street cars. Elbow­ 
ing and pushing old women and wo­ 
men laden with bundles or with ba­ 
bies, taking seats from mothers hold­ 
ing babies. Their mothers were blam­ 
ed, of course. Mothers should require 
respect and consideration from their 
sons for themselves. The sons would 
thereby learn to respect all women. 
Not at all! 
Those very high school 
boys were from good families, 
and 
were undoubtedly perfect in manner 
At home—courteous, considerate. How 
nice they can be at home, and when 
somewhere else how the other way! 


FrlendB, isn't this tho first cause? 
We teach our boys, or they are taught 
by us and by society at large, that 
there aro two kinds of peoplo, and it 
Is right and proper for them to suit 
their conduct to the two kinds. 
One 
kind we, ourselves, and our friends; 
another kind, strangers and working 
people, Our boys learn from us to be 
courteous, 
considerate, Just, 
honest 
and pure of speech when with home 
folks and friends.

Plato Got Hi* Story of tK« Continent 
and It* Ruin Prom 8olon, the Old 
Lawgiver—The Theories That Were 
Built by Ignatiu* Donnelly. 


Far out beyond the Pilhirs^of Her­ 
cules, 
where 
the 
Atlantic 
ocean 
KtretchcH brond and deep today, men of 
imagination like to believe there lies a 
buried kingdom. The" sea washes over 
its once fertile plains, and creatures of 
the deep (lout lu nnd out among Its top­ 
less towers. 
Seaweed and silt have 
buried. Its temples for 10,000 years. 
Here, scientists of a romantic turn will 
tell you. Ilea the lost Island of Atlan­ 
tis, where once there ruled the richest 
nuii most powerful 
of the earth, a 
world power while wolves still howled 
upon the seven hills of Rome and the 
glory that was Greece lay yet un­ 
dreamed. 


But today nil that remains of the lost 
kingdom Is n little group of islands, 
the Azures; mountain tops these that 
were not wholly overwhelmed when 
the proud Island sank into tho sea. 
Many years ago nn Irishman, Ignatius 
Donnelly, who possessed an active im­ 
agination and a mind which worked 
along interesting and unusual lines, 
wrote a book about Atlantis, In which 
he proved, to his own satisfaction at 
lonst. that the lost kingdom really ex­ 
isted and was not a fable. 


The earliest authentic 
information 
nbofit this mystery land we And In 
Pinto, who averred he had it from his 
grandfather, Solon, tho famous law­ 
giver, 
who 
had 
spent 
some 
years 
among the Egyptians. 
Plato told of a 
great continent which bad existed 0,000 
years before lying to the west of the 
Pillars of Hercules and making war 
upon the nations to the east 
Only 
Athens and Egypt were able to with­ 
stand the onslaughts of the Atlantans, 
and then suddenly, "In a day and a 
night," the island was overwhelmed 
and sank Into tho sea. 
This was the 
story Solon had from the Egyptians 
and which bis grandson wrote down, 
and the legend has persisted ever since. 


Dlodorus Slculus, a Roman writer, 
tells how the Phoenicians discovered 
"a large island in the Atlantic ocean 
between the Pillars of Hercules, sev­ 
eral days' sail from the coast of/Africa, 
This Island abounded In all mnfaner of 
riches. The soil was exceedingly fer­ 
tile. 
The acehery was diversflftd by 
rivers, mountains and forests^ It waa 
the custom of the Inhabitants to retire 
during 
the summer 
to 
magnificent 
country bouses, which stood in the. 
midst of beautiful gardens. 
Fish and 
game were found in great abundance; 
the climate was delicious and the trees 
bore great crops of fruit at all seasons 
of the year. 


Soundings 
made 
by 
British 
and 
American vessels have shown conclu­ 
sively that .surrounding 
the 
Azores 
there is a submerged plateau, which It 
does not require much imagination to 
identify with the "rich plain" mention­ 
ed by Plato. 
From this lost continent 
Donnelly believed that ridges of land 
ran to the present coasts of South 
America and Africa, originally, so that 
before the time of which Plato wrote 
the eastern and western hemispheres 
were connected by land. 
Thus he ac­ 
counted for many similarities in the 
plants and animals of the two hemis­ 
pheres which otherwise are very dif­ 
ficult to explain. 


The continent as described by Plato 
was mountainous, but was surrounded 
by vast fertile plains. 
It was rich in 
precious metals nnd had numerous tem­ 
ples and statues of gold and silver and 
ivory. 


In the sudden and violent destruction 
of Atlnntis, "in one dreadful day and 
night" Donnelly believed he saw the 
origin of tho logeud of the deluge, so 
universal among the followers of all 
religions. 
Tho Biblical deluge, the 
flood in which the Greeks believed, 
from which only Deukalion and Pyrrha 
escaped, the overflow which Chaldean 
legends tell of all these, Donnelly be­ 
lieved, had their foundation in the de­ 
struction of Atlantis. 


Plato tells us that the race of the 
Atlantans had fallen from their high 
estate and committed sins, and the 
Zeus determined to overwhelm them. 
An earthquake preceded the sinking 
of the land, and there came a great 
storm which brought the sea rushing 
In over the once fruitful land. 


Before this doluge Atlantis was the 
greatest power In tho world, Donnelly 
said. Not only had It made war against 
the Infant nations of Europe, conquer­ 
ing France and Spain and Africa as 
far as the Nile, but colonies were os- 
tnbltshod In Mexico, In Central Amer­ 
ica and along the valley of the Missis­ 
sippi. 
Tho mound builders were colo­ 
nists from Atlnntis. After the destruc­ 
tion of the parent continent the east­ 
ern and tho western hemispheres lost 
nil remembrance of each other, as both 
of them at last forgot the great Atlan­ 
tis, or If they remembered at all re­ 
membered It only as a legend, a faint 
and shadowy tradition. 
' 


Only a few of tho thousands of In­ 
habitants of Atlantis escaped, but these 
j few cnrrled to Europe the seeds of the 
whlto nmu's civilization. 
They settled 
In Egypt and In eastern Europe and 
were the forbears of the Aryan race.— 
Kansas City Star.

Prof. Parker Earle, for the past fif­ 
teen years president of the National 
Horticultural Society, and a man who 
Prof. Cook says is one of the ablest 
pomologists in America, will be in Co­ 
vina Monday afternoon, and will speak 
at the meeting which has been ar­ 
ranged for 2 o'clock at the high school 
auditorium. 


This is the meeting which has been 
arranged by the Covlna Valley Far­ 
mers' Club, and Dr. A. J, Cook, state 
horticultural commissioner, will pre­ 
side.

On the program also will be Prqf. 
H f';s. 'Fawcett, "pathologist .withfthe 
state' commission; iwtio will explain 
bis new investigations into the 
1 cause 
of lemon gummosis. " Prof; < Fawcett' 
told tbe Argus man this week that he 
had been misquoted in the dispatch 
from Sacramento, which appeared in 
the Argus, as well as some fifty other 
papers in California. 


Fawcett says that he has not found 
an absolute cure for gum disease In 
.every form, but he has found some­ 
thing which comes very near to a 


cure, and which perhaps will really 
be the entire solution of tbe problem. 
The great trouble with the cure, how­ 
ever, is that the rancher must be 
thoroughly taught how to apply the 
mixture, and for this reason, Fawcett 
wishes to reach the ranchers a t first 
hand. He has a large number of pho­ 
tographs of lemon trees being treated 
and he also mixes his solution before 
the audience, showing exactly how it 
is made.

The Coagulation of Pectin Bodies by 
Oxadlzlng Enzymes Into Arable

This article is the outcome of re­ 
search on by products of citrus fruits, 
and the findings of Dr. Coit, pointing 
to the ox|dizlng enzymes as being the 
cause of the brown 
spotting of 
oranges while in transit. 


Excessive plowing, cultivating, aer­ 
ating the soil under favorable irriga­ 
tion, and climatic conditions leading 
to rapid mineralization of organic ma­ 
terials, the absorbent powers by min­ 
erals, such as iron, manganese, and 
alumina of oxygen, and the disappear­ 
ance of carbon di-oxide, the creation 
by the oxygen and soil ferments of 
oxidizing enzymes, and the reductions, 
and discolorations of the roots by 
these enzymes, are to be found in 
Bulletins Nos. 56 and 73, Bureau of 
Soils. 


Woods, "Observations on the Mosa­ 
ic Diseases of Tobacco," in which he 
mentions, 
"die-back 
of 
orange 
may be a related malady," is very in­ 
teresting. 
According to Woods, Byer- 
lnck named a sap of diseased tobacco, 
rich in oxidizing enzymes, "A living 
fluid contagium." He showed that the 
juice of the diseased plants 
filtered 
through Chamberlands' 
filters, 
while 
perfectly clear and free from bacteria, 
still retained the power of infection, 
a Bmall drop of it injected hypoder- 
mically into a growing bud waB suf­ 
ficient 
to give the plant the disease. 
Woods, therefore, found that exces­ 
sive oxidizing enzymes in plants de­ 
stroyed the chlorophyl, causing the 
disease of chlorosis. 


The following from Bulletin No 94, 
Bureau of Chemistry: "Barconnot, the 
pioneer in this work, found 
pectins 
very widely distributed in plants, In 
stems, in leaves, of herbaceous plants, 
in the coritical layers of the trees, and 
in fruit. 
So constant was its occur- 
range in his researches that this au­ 
thor regarded it as one of the prin­ 
cipal constituents of all plants. He 
considered it to be similar, If not 
entirely Identical, with the principal

in plants vaguely described as Jelly. 
It was Barconnot who proposed for 
this acid the name pectin, 
from a 
Greek word meaning coagulum. 


Chemically pectin bodies are charac­ 
terized by yeilding reducing 
sugars, 
furfural and muclc acid in widely vary­ 
ing amounts, according to the source 
of the pectins. 


Votocek and Sebor obtained 
from 
beets by the treatment with alkali, an 
arable acid which they determined not 
to be a homogeneous compound, since 
different 
preparations 
showed 
vary­ 
ing rotary 
powers. 
Other 
evidence 
that the arable acid was a mixture of 
similar substances was that varying 
quantities of arablnose and gelactose 
were formed on the hydrolysis of dif­ 
ferent preparations, and by hydroliss- 
Ing the ncetylatlon products, tbe orig­ 
inal acid was not regained, but the 
product possessed different 
dotatory 
powers and contained different 
pro­ 
portions of the groups which gave rise 
to urabinose and gelactose. A very 
pure glucasazone was obtained 
from 
the hydrolysis product of tbe arable 
acid, so that three complexes may be 
present,, araban, galactan, 
and 
glu­ 
cose. 


Woods tells us to clear the soil and 
the trees from these oxidizing enxy- 
mes by decay in tbe soil. Hopkins at 
Pomona last year, said, "The South­ 
ern California orange grower of future 
years will sit down at his desk on the 
first of each year, study an analysis 
of tbe soil in his grove, consult a few 
books on chemistry, map out his ex­ 
penditures and his entire plan of ac­ 
tion for the year. He will then put 
j,these ideas into execution. 
He will 
plant alfalfa or cover crops between 
the rows, giving a decaying vegetable 
fertilizer. 
The following 
winter he 
will pick and ship from 1000 to 1200 
boxes of oranges to the acre, or six 
times what Is being obtained 
today
